In Sancliiang Province, there are 321 workshops and factories 
operated by the local government » In Mukden, private interests own h20 weaving 
mills, 250 rubber manufacturing plants, 291 chemical works, 1,000 machinery 
Victories, and U0 paper mills. Private industries depend upon government 
purchases to keep them going. For instance, 90 percent of the products of the 
iron works in Mukden are processed goods for the account of the Anshaa Iron and 
Steel corporation. 

Ho In 1950 the capital investment in private industries in Manchuria was approximate! y 
12.5 percent of that in govenunent^controlled industries. The total production 
capacity of private industries was not reported* The most Important private 
enterprise was the Harbin Development Corporation, v/hich controlled about a 
dozen affiliate^ODncerns in the follov/ing fields : . agriculture, forestry, 
machine tools, porcelain v/are, pencils, dyestuffs, and pharmaceuticals. TfniXe 
this corporation is considered to be a private interprise, some of its stock 
is held by the government.

During this period a system of "responsible 
production" was enacted by the Ministry of Industry, which olaced each Item 
of tools and equipment under the charge of a particular individual 0 /mother 
feature of this period was the introduction of a new wage scale with fewer 
wage grades; this had the effect of widening the differences In wages paid 
to skilled and unskilled laborers, increasing the wages of the fc msr and 
greatly decreasing the wages of the latter.

Under the new scale introduced in aid-1950 the average wage was 132 points in 
light industries and l£6 points in heavy industries. Technical workers received 
an average of 235 points. V/orkers were reported to receive labor insurance, 
medical care, and educational services for which the government pays an additional 
18 to 26 percent of tire total payroll.? 

3lu Locally-manufactured products in Manchuria were not liked by the public, and 
the question of wasteful production was foremost in Communist discussions. 
Communist counter-measures were to standardise products, strictly enforce 
regulations governing the work of the technical staff, install a system of 
personal responsibility with regard to the quality of products, clost-ly 
supervise repair facilities, and give special rewards for tecnnical j improvements 
and Iiigher quality of products. 

l5« The shortage of technical oersonnel has been a serious problem to the Communists 
in Ma nc huria. In 1951 they nlan to open three technical colleges in Manchuria 
to accommodate' 2,760 students per term, and lU vocational schools to accomodate
